Daring Burglars Loot the Chi- 
! 
cago Postoffice. 


WAGON LOAD OF STAMPS 8EOUEED 


A Long Tunnel Helped the Itobbern 


at Their Tusk—The Barest Ml»- 
cbunce Prevented Their MukinK a 
Halt Million Haul. 


Chicago, Oct. 22.—Burglars broke into 


a vault of the Chicago postofliee some 
time between Saturday night and Mou 
day morning and stole stamps to tin- 
value of S1!4.010, 


Postotiice officials believe the cash 


vault was the objective and that in the 
darkness the robbers mistook the stamp 
vault for the grVat treasure box. Had 
they been successful in entering the 
cash vault they would have secured 
from $300.000 to $5(X»,000. 


Of the stamps stolen only $09,888 can 


be realized on by the robbers, as $l,<22 
is represented by "postage due" stumps. 


The police and se<-ret service forces 


are working on the theory that some 
eiuploj ees of the postottice art- impli- 
cated in the robbery, and several are 
under surveillance. 


The postoitioe is a temporary affair 


on the lake front, a new postotlice uuw 
being in course of construction.

Bells found the baud in camp. When 
tlie leader was confronted by the fa- 
ther of the girl and local officers, he 
drew a gun, but the oflicers overpower- 
ed him. and he gave up the girl. The 
young woman says site has been com- 
pelled to beg food and clothing for the 
entire band of gypsies, who at all times 
have treated her cruelly. 


Mr. Bell intends to have the gypsies 


indicted and extradited to Mercer coun- 
ty, O., for trial. He has spent his last 
cent in the search for his daughter.
